play aimed at perfecting a fool- 
proof means of delecting secret 
nuclear explosions in space. 


The second and 
third 
legs 


were scheduled for execution at 
8:24 
p.m. Friday night and 10 


a.m. Sunday. 


At these times, ground sta- 


tions planned to beam radio sig- 
nals to ignite on-board rockets 
to jockey first one and then a 
second spacecraft into new cir- 
cular orbits about 63,000 miles 
liiyb.

try satellites arc to peer elec- 
tronically more than 200 million 
miles into space to detect if 
Russia or any other nation vio- 
lates the partial nuclear tc.st 
ban treaty by ex plod ins ;1 rock- 
et-carried bomb far from earth.
